Barcelona, Aug. 18.—The Catholic 
C arlists of Catalonia are engaged in 
active preparations 
for a series of 
open-air 
dem onstrations 
throughout 
Catalonia on Aug. 28. 
The proclama 
tions issued 
by them summon tho 
faithful to come to the defence of 
"holy religion and the mother church.” 
They refer to the "accursed govern­ 
m ent,” and adjure the people to come 
armed and ready 
to 
sacrifice their 
lives for the pope, who has sent his 
blessing from Rome. 
The p ro d u c ­ 
tions term inate in these words; 
"E xterm inato 
tho 
incendiaries of 
convents and the violators of nuns. 
May God ald us to overthrow this Im­ 
pious governm ent.” 


Government to Forbid Meetings. 
Madrid. Aug. 18.—The government 
decided to forbid the Carlist Republi­ 
can meetings, which w ere being a r­ 
ranged to be held throughout Cata­ 
lonia on Aug. 28. 
The tone of the an­ 
nouncem ents of the Intended demon­ 
strations was such that disorder was 
feared. 


Baya Vatican W anted to Make Trouble 
Ban Sebastian. Aug. 18.—A semi-offi­ 
cial note, issued here, characterize* 
as utterly m isleading the intim ations 
published recently In the Observator# 
Romano in connection with the de­ 
mand of the Vatican for the with­ 
drawal of the bill iterdicting the pret­ 
ence of Bpain of religious organist 
tlons not now Id the country until 
such time as the law perm itting non- 
Catholic bodies to display insignia of 
worship is passed. This note says: 
First, that the principle of requiring 
governm ent authorization for new re­ 
ligious establishm ents in Spain hat 
existed in the country for centuries 
and was categorically affirmed in the 
royal decree of 1880. 
Second, the Intention to introduce 
the bill forbidding the presence of re 
liglous organisations was communi­ 
cated May 26 to Cardinal Merry Del 
Val. the papal secretary of state, who 
at that tim e agreed thereto, and who 
has not since denied that he so did. 
Third, the king, in his speech from 
the throne, announced that the bill 
and the reply voted by the Cortes had 
been approved; consequently, the Vat­ 
ican has been dealing wltb the Span 
Ish parliam ent ne well na the govern 
ment. 
Fourth. Cardinal Merry Del Val** 
demand for the withdrawal of this 
bill was presented only a few hours 
before the Cortes adjourned; it waa, 
therefore, his design to hum iliate the 
civil power and provoke a rupture 
under the delusion that such rupture 
would moan the fall of the govern­ 
ment. 
Fifth, the Liberal groups in Spain 
are now more united than ever, while 
the Vatican impasalvely aw aits the 
reopening of the Corf et. 
In conclusion, this note says the 
government now intends to rely on Ila 
own reaotireea, mad that the m easures 
necessary to put an end to the con 
filet will be voted with enthusiasm .

to college. Ignoring the needs of the 
other 97 per cent 
Hard as this system was on the boy 
In town, It was harder •till on the 
country boy. 
There was nothing lu 
the high school course that was cou 
net ted even remotely with bls life on 
the farm. 
Most of bis time was given 
to mat hematics. Latin, German, etc., 
with perhaps a little music aud lr t 
thrown in 
Tbe mathematics were a 
help In developing his rnlud and teach 
lug him to think. 
Tbe lAitln and Ger 
man were of little value except to the 
3 lier cent who expected to enter col­ 
lege. 
Tbe music probably was given 
by a teacher who couldn't sing half 
so well ss tbe meadow larks at borne 
and tbs art by one who couldn’t draw 
a cow or a pig to save tiia life 
Tbe worst part of tbe blgb school 
from tbe farm boy’s standpoint was 
tbe attitude toward work In general 
aud farm work In particular. 
Tbe 
boys aud girls were encouraged 
pre 
pare for college In order that they 
might get through life more easily, 
though perhaiis they were not tdld so 
In so many words. The teachers talk 
e<l of the farm as a good place bi 
come from perhaps, tmt carried the 
Idea that farming was uot a worthy 
calling for a boy w ith ambition. Every 
thing be beard or learned pointed 
away from tbe farm aud toward the 
city. 
Not only was the farm boy de 
uted auy knowledge of the farm, but 
be was taught to see the bright able 
of every other calling aud tbe dark 
side of bls own. 
It was little wonder 
I list be left the farm at tbe end of his 
high school course. 
The high schools are coming to |*> 
vastly more respect to the 97 lier cent 
of their pupils. 
They are realizing the 
truth of the statement that the educt 
Mon which Increased a boy's wants 
without Im reusing his earning capaci­ 
ty is a failure. 
Courses in csrjientry. 
shop work and mechanic* have been 
put in 
The whole attitude of the

girls for life on the farm. 
A i.^re 
share of the study of books is done 
away with and the study of living 
things substituted. 
Tbe schools are 
well equipped with laboratories. The 
student 
works 
with 
com, 
scoring, 
placing and testing. 
Judging corn Is 
as fascinating a game as ever a boy 
engaged In. 
EveD more Interesting is 
the stock judging. 
Few of tbe schools can afford to 
keep a complete line of live stock, 
but neighboring fanners are always 
ready to supply the deficiency. 
Then 
there are the machinery laboratories, 
where the boys learn some of the 
simpler principles of mechanics as ap­ 
plied to farm machinery. 
It puts a 
boy on his mettle to be turned loose 
on a pile of castings and told to put 
them together to form a binder. 
The 
intricacies of a gasoline engine keep 
him working after hours. 
The study 
of the growth of plants takes the place 
of the study of classified liotauy. The 
boy learns tbe names of tbe different 
weeds and how to tell their seeds 
apart. 
He learns their habits and the 
best ways of combating them. 
He 
makes a 
collection 
of Insects aud 
learns which one* are harmful and 
which innocent 
He Is dealing with life, the kind of 
life that he has known ever since he 
was old enough to know anything. 
At last he Is learning the answers to 
that big "why” that has bothered bim 
ever since he could walk. 
He has 
found tbe education that is suited to 
his needs aud bl* inclinations, 
it la 
an education in the ways of nature 
rather than in the ways of man. 
It Ib 


b u education that Is fitting him to live 
lieut tbe life that he knows most 
about. 
Ile may not care much about col­ 
lege 
His mind may falter at geo­ 
metrical 
propositi* ms and quadratic 
equations. 
But he can understand th# 
pr*i|KMiltfon of soil fertility aud crop 
rotation 
He can work out the equa­ 
tion of profit and loss In raising calves. 
The greatest mission of any form of 
education I* to teach people bow to 
live. Not only must lf teach them bow 
to live well, but It will lie successful 
directly In proisirtloti to tbe number It 
rescboe. The professional colleges have 
had to encompNSM themselves with se­ 
vere restrictions In order that their 
profetislonH might not become over­ 
crowded 
With agricultural education 
there Is no such fear 
The dauger la not in getting too 
much 
Tbe problem Is to get enough 
He* ondary agricultural education baa 
Iieen phenomenally successful because 
It tea*'hee people the thing* they want 
to know. 
They do not take such edu­ 
cation on the geneml theory that It 
la good for them. 
They can see fur 
themselves that It Is good 
They can 
see It In the Increased corn yields 
grown by the boys who have been 
graduated fr<»m such a school to th* 
farm. 
They eau see It from the Im­ 
proved stock that take* the place of 
tbe bony specimen* with which be 
once would have lieeu satisfied.
